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Cameron accused by MPs of ‘cronyism’ over list

A DUDLEY MP has led the 
criticism of former Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron, accus¬ 
ing him of ‘cronyism’ over the 
honours system. 

Mr Cameron was accused by Black 
Country MPs as undermining the 
honours system after a leaked list 
suggested he was rewarding support¬ 
ers in his final act as PM. 

The 48 suggestions in Mr Cameron’s resig¬ 
nation honours list include some of the biggest 
names in the failed Remain campaign, as well 
as personal aides, Tory donors and his wife Sa¬ 
mantha’s personal stylist. 

Dudley North representative Ian Austin said: 
“It is unbelievable. David Cameron is dishing 
out honours like sweets to his friends and 
flunkeys. The only thing that surprises me is 
that he hasn’t given one to Larry, the Downing 
Street cat.” 

Labour’s deputy leader Tom Watson, MP for 
West Bromwich East, said: “That Mr Cameron 
proposes to reward his friends network on such 
a huge scale will not only bring the honours 
system into disrepute, it will undermine the 
reputation of Theresa May. 

Proof 

“It’s cronyism, pure and simple and proof the 
Tories will always put their own interests be¬ 
fore those of the country.” 

The honours list features South Staffordshire 
MP Gavin Williamson, who served as Mr Cam¬ 
eron’s parliamentary private secretary for three 
years before marshalling Theresa May’s rise to 
Number 10. He is now the Government’s Chief 
Whip and has been put forward for a CBE. He 
declined to comment. 

Tory party chairman Patrick McLoughlin, 
the former Staffordshire miner who was Chief 
Whip and then Transport Secretary under Mr 
Cameron, has been proposed for a knighthood. 

The list is top heavy with Remain campaign¬ 
ers, including former Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne, Philip Hammond, Michael Fallon, David 
Lidington, and campaign leader Will Straw. 

Mr Austin added: “The honours are supposed 
to be for those who have done a fantastic service 
to their country, not his old mates. I want to see 
people from the Black Country honoured. This 
list is undermining confidence in the whole sys¬ 
tem.” 

The list has also prompted anger from Tories 
in the Leave campaign. 

Staunch Eurosceptic Sir Bill Cash, the MP 
for Stone, said: “I would describe it as a roll of 
despair. It looks to me like this is David Cam¬ 
eron’s final gesture of defiance.”

Bosses wary over Metro 
line extension project 

TRANSPORT bosses have said 
caution should be reserved on a 
proposed extension of the Mid¬ 
land Metro line from Wednes- 
bury to Brierley Hill until funding 
for the project is secured. 

The extension to the line to take 
the Metro into Dudley has long been 
mooted but experts say any work is 
still a long way off. 

A business case is currently being pre¬ 
pared on the scheme, on which a final de¬ 
cision is also likely to be on hold until the 
new combined authority is up and running. 

Council bosses in Sandwell also warned 
the recent changes at the top of the Gov¬ 
ernment could also have an impact. 

Regeneration boss Councillor Paul 
Moore said: “I think it is right to reserve 
some caution at the moment. 

“If the scheme is ever going to happen 
now is the time to do it, but (Chancellor) 

Phillip Hammond, the Treasury team and 
and Theresa May have got to honour the 
commitment they made.” 

Promise 

Council leader Steve Eling said: “We are 
pressing for this to happen. There is a com¬ 
mitment from us. This has been hanging 
around for 20 years and there has been no 
progress whatsoever. 

“It seems to be nearing a reality with the 
promise of cash from the combined author¬ 
ity but if they promise us money it’s not in 
the bank yet. 

“Where we are at the moment is the 
plans are being drawn up but there is a 
substantial amount of work to be done be¬ 
fore we see any physical work.” 

It is hoped the Metro line will be ex¬ 
tended from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill 
over the next decade. Despite the concerns 
over the scheme, it has been given encour¬ 
agement with the backing of plans to ex¬ 
tend the line in Wolverhampton. 

Permission has been granted by the Gov¬ 
ernment to begin work on the £18 million 
city centre extension, with completion also 
scheduled for 2019. The route will take 
trams along Pipers Row, stopping outside 
the bus station before continuing to the 
railway station which will also be redevel¬ 
oped in the Wolverhampton Interchange 
Project.

Thug is jailed 
for attacking 
stranger in 
town centre 

A THUG has been locked up for a year 
after attacking a stranger in Dudley 
town centre packed with shoppers. 

Gavin Johnson - who was with two 
17-year-old youths - demanded money 
after confronting the victim near the 
junction of Stone and Tower Streets, 
shortly after the young man got off a 
bus. 

The 25-year-old defendant later 
claimed: “He got a bit anxious towards 
me and then spat in my face. The natu¬ 
ral reaction to that is to hit him and that 
is what I did.” 

An elderly woman shopper was sent 
flying as Johnson frogmarched the 
other man round a corner where he was 
knocked to the ground, punched and 
kicked but not seriously injured, said Mr 
Andrew Wallace, prosecuting at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

The two youths became involved as 
the victim had two mobile phones taken 
from his pockets during the fracas on 
September 11. A CCTV operator alerted 
police and the trio were detained close to 
the scene. A fourth culprit escaped and 
has not been traced. 

Johnson from Central Drive, Lower 
Gornal admitted assault and was sent 
to prison for 12 months by Judge John 
Wait who said: “This was carried out in 
broad daylight, in the centre of a town 
in front of shoppers without regard for 
those around you.” 

The two teenagers, who both admit¬ 
ted robbery, were remanded on bail and 
will be sentenced at the youth court at 
a later date. 

Woman up on 
roof for 17 hours 

A WOMAN came down from the roof of 
a car park in Halesowen following an 
incident which lasted around 17 hours. 

Pool Road was shut off at both ends 
from around 8am last Thursday while 
officers work to resolve the incident. 

Access was blocked at both Queens 
Way and Birmingham Street at the 
ends of the road which is close to Hale¬ 
sowen Leisure Centre. She came down 
at around 1.30am on Friday. 

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Lee Page said the woman was detained 
under the Mental Health Act. 

The force thanked people for their pa¬ 
tience after some were unable to retrieve 
their vehicles from the car park. 

He added: “Their patience allowed for 
this to be resolved safely and the officers 
at the scene are grateful for that.”

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Pledge over 
returning 
church to 
past glory 

A LANDMARK Dudley church closed 
for the last 14 years will reopen this 
month as campaigners finally secured 
the lease promising to return it to its 
former glory. 

The St John’s Preservation Group 
will become tenants of the historic 
Kates Hill church and can now start 
the task of restoring the building. 

They say it will be used for six An¬ 
glican services a year, with plans of 
creating a visitor centre, cafe, gift 
shop and costumed guided tours. 

The 2.5 acres of graveyard has also 
been developed to double as a nature 
reserve, with additional land at the 
side to be extended to create trails, 
pools and a community orchard. 

Group chairman Deb Brownlee 
said: “Our task now is not just to 
make the building physically usable 
but also make it so well used and 
loved that it will never fall into dan¬ 
ger again.” 

The lease was completed on July 27 
- exactly 176 years to the day when 
the church was opened in 1840. 

The public are invited to the church 
for a ceremonial key handover by the 
Archdeacon of Dudley at 3pm on 
August 17. The group aims to allow 
immediate public access and intends 
to let supporters see the church in its 
raw state by creating a walk through. 

The group had difficulty in obtain¬ 
ing insurance for the building, and the 
final cost for cover was £9,500. They 
are currently asking for donations to 
help build their funds up again. Call

£l.4m council 
homes complete 

A £1.4 million pound revamp of a for¬ 
mer care home to create 14 new coun¬ 
cil homes is complete.

A DUDLEY team wowed the crowds 
as a cult show returned to the small 
screen for the first time in more than 
a decade. 

Robot Wars is back on TV on a Sun¬ 
day night. The opening show in the 
series was the first in 12 years. 

Teams design fighting robots 
weighing more than 100kg who bat¬ 
tle it out for supremacy in a pur¬ 
pose-built arena. 

Team Carbide - complete with 
a vicious blade that spins at up to 
2,300rpm - was put together by 
David Moulds, a robotics engineer for 


Cadburys, Sam Smith, an aerospace 
engineer for Rolls Royce, and former 
Dudley College student Sheryl Prior. 

After a stuttering start, the trio’s 
robot wreaked havoc, decimating 
opponents and sending fragments of 
their foes flying into the air. 

Stronger 

The trio progressed through to the 
grand final which will air later this 
year. Team Carbide posted on Twit¬ 
ter afterwards: “Hope you guys liked 
the show as much as we did! Thanks 
#RobotWars see you in the final!” 


Fans certainly showed their sup¬ 
port for the returning show, with 
Robot Wars powering to a stronger 
performance in the ratings than the 
last episode of Top Gear. 

The rebooted series was broadcast 
in the 8pm Sunday slot vacated by the 
motoring show. 

An average of two million viewers 
watched Robot Wars, which was a fix¬ 
ture on the BBC from 1998 to 2003. 

Presented by comedian Dara O’Bri- 
ain and Angela Scanlon, Robot Wars 
achieved a 10 per cent share of the 
available viewing audience. 


Police decision puts 
parades in jeopardy 


DUDLEY’S Remembrance Day pa¬ 
rade is at risk after West Midlands 
Police admitted it would no longer 
provide officers for traffic manage¬ 
ment duties. 

The force’s move has been labelled ‘a dis¬ 
grace’ and ‘disgusting’ by Royal British Legion 
leaders across the Black Country. 

A top officer has confirmed a change of pol¬ 
icy, which means closing roads for the parades 
to honour fallen soldiers is now the responsibil¬ 
ity of organisers. 

However, some Black Country British Legion 
branches have claimed they will not be able af¬ 
ford the cash required to hire a professional 
traffic management contractor. This could put 
some events at risk - including Dudley’s. 

A letter to Walsall North MP David Winn- 
ick, from Walsall Chief Superintendent Joanne 
Clews states that at a meeting last month, be¬ 
tween police and Walsall branches, members 
were told that police ‘would not as in previous 
years be able to resource the physical staffing 
of the road closures’. 

Malcolm Davis, chairman of the Dudley 
branch of the Royal British Legion, said it was 
‘an absolute disgrace’ that branches may have 
to fund their own traffic management schemes 
if nothing is done. He said: “We have to host 
these parades, this is our way of commemorat¬ 
ing those who gave their today for our tomor¬ 
row. 

Disgrace 

“I highly doubt we would be able to go ahead 
with our parade if we had to pay for our own 
traffic enforcement. If we can’t go ahead with 
it, it would be an absolute disgrace, I hope 
somebody can step in to help.” 

Cradley chairman Norman Catton said the 
town’s parade would carry on regardless, but 
he was outraged at the police’s decision. 

Halesowen British Legion’s welfare officer 
Ray Clift said he, too, was disappointed by the 
police’s decision, but said the town’s parade 
would go ahead as usual thanks to the support 
from volunteers. 

Mr Clift said: “I’m angry about this and 
I think the police have got their priorities 
wrong.” 

West Midlands Police spokesman Joanne 
Hunt said the force was ‘absolutely committed’ 
to supporting parades and would be sending 
volunteers to attend, but closing roads was the 
responsibility of event organisers.

Life sentence for murder of wife 


A GAMBLER on a losing streak was like 
a ‘wild dog’ as he murdered his wife of 
28 years in a frenzied hammer attack at 
their home, a judge heard. 

Paul Abbott was jailed for life with a 
15-year minimum sentence after hitting 
Jackie Abbott at least 16 times on the 
head and body while chasing her around 
their house in Lodge Crescent, Nether- 
ton. 

Blood stains showed how the ferocious 
attack was launched in the bedroom 
before continuing from room to room, 
down the stairs, through the ground 
floor and into the garden, prosecutor 
Mr Robert Price told Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

Abbott - who had Tost it’ - contin¬ 
ued to bludgeon the 54-year-old as she 
crawled on her hands and knees before 
kicking her with such force that ribs 
were fractured and her right lung lac¬ 
erated. The 57-year-old businessman 


struck after she decided to end the re¬ 
lationship. 

He had earlier been heard to warn: ‘If 
I can’t have her, nobody else can.’ 

The marriage had been blighted by 
his gambling, jealousy and controlling 
behaviour, added Mr Price. 

The couple, who ran a business near 
their home selling fishing, darts and 
snooker equipment, with sons Martyn, 
25 and Ryan, 22, had increasingly ar¬ 
gued over his gambling and her drinking 
during the final year of the victim’s life, 
it was said. 

Casino 

He refused to give his wife her wages 
on December 3 and two days later she 
went alone to visit long time friend 
Pat Frost, who later told police: “She 
appeared really happy, confident and 
in control of her life. She didn’t need a 
drink and told me she didn’t need Paul.” 


Meanwhile he had blown £11,500 in 
two days at a casino and was in a bad 
mood.

“I lost control like a wild dog. 

“I have got to live with this. A bloke 
can do a lot of damage to a woman. A 
bloke can over power a woman. So why 
did I need a hammer? I don’t know. I 
don’t know why I did it.”

Sons committed to keeping name alive 

We will never forgive 
brutal killer father 


THE devastated family of Paul Abbott 
have vowed never to forgive him for 
the savage murder of his wife Jackie. 

Their son Martyn said: “To listen to the 
detail of the injuries she suffered was truly 
heartbreaking. 

“The fact that he was the man who was 
supposed to love and care for her makes it 
far more difficult to understand. 

“I do not think we will ever come to terms with 
it. It is the hardest thing we have every had to deal 
with. We all worked together and lived together. 
We have got to pick ourselves up and start again 
from scratch. 

“We are committed to keeping her name alive 
and the reopening of the business in her name is 
the start of that.” 

Birthday 

The 25-year-old and brother Ryan, 22, launched 
JMR Tackle on what would have been her 55th 
birthday a couple of months ago - the title in¬ 
cludes the initial of their Christian names and 
that of their mother - on the Enterprise Trading 
Estate in Brierley Hill where Mrs Abbott, her 
husband and their two sons ran a similar business 
until the murder. 

The brothers explained: “Mum was such a 
happy fun loving person we want to pay tribute to 
her in a positive way.” 

Martyn continued: “We cannot explain our pain 
at the loss of our beloved mother. He should have 
been protecting her and us. 

“We will never be able to forgive him. It has 
affected far more people than just the immediate 
family members.” 

He revealed that his mother had been speaking 
to her long time friend Pat Frost on the phone 
when her husband came into the house to kill her 
on December 11. Mrs Frost said: “She was more 
than a sister to me. Her loss has left a huge void 
in my life.” 

As his father from Lodge Crescent, Netherton 
started a life sentence with a minimum 15 years

behind bars for the murder, Martyn added: “We 
have lost two of the most important people in our 
lives.” 

Mr Jonathan Rose, defending Paul Abbott told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court when sentence was 
passed: “There is nothing I can say or he can do to 
change the hurt he caused that night.” 

Both Mr and Mrs Abbott each had two children 
from a previous relationship before they married 
and together had sons Martyn and Ryan. It is un¬ 


derstood that his first wife left him and moved 
to Wales in a bid to escape from his increasingly 
threatening behaviour. 

He bludgeoned Mrs Abbott at least 16 times 
over the head and body with a hammer while 
chasing her round the house and into the garden 
of their home after she had made up her mind to 
leave him. 

The couple - married for 28 years - had increas¬ 
ingly argued over his gambling during the final 
year of the victim’s life, it was said. 

The 57-year-old businessman refused to give his 
wife her wages on December 3 and two days later 
she went alone to visit long time friend Pat, who 
later told police: “She appeared really happy, con¬ 
fident and in control of her life.

Struggle

He pleaded guilty to murder and was ordered to 
spend at least 15 years in prison before becoming 
eligible for parole. 

Judge James Burbidge QC told him: “Your wife 
had clearly resolved to spend the rest of her days 
without you and that was the spark for your on¬ 
slaught.” 

Detective Inspector Justin Spanner, senior in¬ 
vestigating officer, said: “Mrs Abbott was looking 
to break from an abusive relationship that she had 
endured for a long time. 

“It should have been a fresh start for her - but 
Abbott cruelly cut her life short.” 


Conversion 
of care home 
earmarked 
for approval 

A CONTROVERSIAL application to 
convert a former care home into bed- 
sit-style accommodation is in line for 
approval, despite police warning it 
could become a ‘crime magnet’. 

West Midlands Police was consulted 
on the plans for the vacant Beech 
Tree House Care Home on Himley 
Road, Dudley, being turned into a 22- 
bed house for multiple occupants. 

In their response, crime preven¬ 
tion design adviser Pc Simon Barrett 
said: “Experience tells us that devel¬ 
opments of this type tend to become 
crime hot spots or crime magnets. 

“I have great concerns about this 
type of development and the increas¬ 
ing number of applications being ap¬ 
proved, as have my colleagues who 
work on the Neighbourhood Beat 
Team areas as they can create a huge 
drain on ever-decreasing police re¬ 
sources.” 

The police’s comments are referred 
to in the report by planning officers 
which will be presented to members 
of Dudley’s development control com¬ 
mittee before they make their deci¬ 
sion next Tuesday. 

The report states: “Issues raised by 
West Midlands Police are not material 
planning considerations and make as¬ 
sumptions with regards to the future 
occupiers of the property which are 
not for assessment or consideration 
within the planning process.” 

Objections have been received from 
police and Himley Road residents in 
relation to parking. 

A revised plan with a 16-space car 
park has been submitted.

A NEW sponsorship deal has been 
agreed, enabling more people to take 
part in the annual Bert Bissell charity 
expedition up Ben Nevis. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin and 
Mayor Councillor Mohammed Hanif 
will join more than 20 fundraisers in 
taking on Britain’s highest mountain 
on August 11. 

National Express has agreed to 
sponsor the trek, in memory of Dud¬ 
ley mountaineer, peace campaigner 
and charity fundraiser Mr Bissell. 

The firm has put on a coach to 
travel after a record number of local 
people signed up to try to beat the 
£9,000 raised last year. 

Mr Austin said: “I’m delighted that 
the number taking part and making a 
donation is growing every year.”

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Sergeant in 
Army was 
drug racket 
middleman 

AN Army staff sergeant involved in 
a lucrative cocaine dealing operation 
will potentially keep his job after be¬ 
ing ordered to carry out unpaid work. 

Andrew Barnard, of Careless 
Green, Wollescote, who has served 
in Iraq and Afghanistan during a 17- 
year career, acted as a middleman, 
putting dealer Kenneth Bain in touch 
with ‘customers’, Birmingham Crown 
Court heard. 

Ms Alison Scott-Jones, prosecuting, 
said: “There were significant amounts 
of traffic between both men and sig¬ 
nificant others.” 

Recorder Benjamin Nicholls de¬ 
cided on a community order for Bar¬ 
nard, aged 34, with 90 hours of unpaid 
work. A more severe sentence could 
have ended his army career. 

Ms Jabeen Akhtar, defending Bar¬ 
nard, said he had only put users in 
touch with Bain, had limited involve¬ 
ment and had not benefited finan¬ 
cially. But police questioned whether 
he could afford ‘luxury vehicles’ found 
at his home on his army salary alone. 

Police had been monitoring king¬ 
pin Bain, 31. A search on his home in 
Crownoaks Drive, Wordsley, in De¬ 
cember 2014, found a 27-gram block 
of cocaine, 11.5 grams of cannabis, a 
cutting agent and weighing scales. 

Police said electrical engineer Bain 
was living a ‘lavish lifestyle’. He ad¬ 
mitted possession of a class A drug 
with intent, being concerned in the 
supply of a class A drug and posses¬ 
sion of a class B drug. He was given 
two-years, suspended for two years, 
and 240 hours of unpaid work. 

Park bid hit by 
funding blow 

PLANS to revamp a popular park 
have suffered a blow after a funding 
application was turned down. 

Council bosses were hopeful cash 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
would help pay for improvements at 
Stevens Park in Quarry Bank. How¬ 
ever, they have been informed their 
bid for funding was rejected. 

The council initially asked for 
£138,000 which, if successful, would 
have been followed by a further £1.4m 
request. 

Chiefs plan to see where they went 
wrong and re-submit the bid. 

Councillor David Sparks, who is 
chairman of the Friends of Stevens 
Park, said the cash would be used 
to renovate the park’s famous White 
House building. 

Eletrical firm's 
boost to school 

AN electrical firm has given a Stour¬ 
bridge primary school a boost by pro¬ 
viding outdoor equipment. Ballard 
Electricians donated £200 to Gig Mill 
Primary School, on the Broadway, 
during its annual summer fair. 


Funding bid lodged for church repairs 




St Thomas’s Church, Stourbridge 


A FUNDING bid has been launched 
to allow an historic Stourbridge 
church to undergo much-needed re¬ 
pairs. 

Members of St Thomas’s Church 
have submitted an application for 
almost £150,000 to the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund. 

The cash would be used to make 
urgent repairs to the stonework at 
the Market Street church. It would 
allow for a toilet to be installed at the 
Grade I-listed building as well as a 
permanent ramped access and part- 
glazed porch door in a bid to make the 


church more accessible to people with 
disabilities. 

Church leaders have already been 
granted £12,400 in Heritage Lottery 
funding which has allowed them to 
develop their plans for the church. 

They are keen to develop the 
church, which dates to the early 18th 
century, as a place of historical in¬ 
terest, which would see the building 
become open for tours to commu¬ 
nity groups and schools. The church 
has recently opened to visitors from 
9.30am to 5pm Tuesday to Sunday. 

A funding bid for £149,000 has been 


submitted, which would take church 
leaders closer to the overall target of 
£236,000. They are also expected to 
receive a £10,000 grant from the Na¬ 
tional Churches Trust and have been 
awarded another £3,000 from the All¬ 
churches Trust. 

Stourbridge councillor Nicolas 
Barlow said he was hopeful the bid 
for funding was successful. He said: 
“It will be a real coup as it is a very 
important part of Stourbridge. It has 
been there for so many years and has 
always been a focal part of the town 
centre.” 



Call to make ruins a 
Pokemon No Go zone 


COUNCIL chiefs hope to pull the 
plug on Pokemon Go players using 
a hotspot site in Dudley following 
complaints from residents. 

People of all ages have been descending 
on Priory Ruins to play the game. 

The site is a designated PokeStop - an area 
where players congregate to collect items 
needed to progress in the game. 

However, council bosses said they have come 
under ‘intense pressure’ from residents who 
have complained about noise and damage to 
the iconic site caused by players. 

Cabinet member Hilary Bills confirmed the 
authority has now ‘reluctantly’ approached 
Pokemon Go’s developers Niantic Labs asking 
for the site to be removed from the game. 

Residents have accused players of parking on 
double yellow lines, playing music late at night 
and of causing damage to the ruins. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for 
environmental services, said: “Over the past 
week we have been actively promoting the 
Pokemon Go game at all levels of the council 
after recognising the enormous potential to 
see more people visiting our towns, parks and 
other tourist attractions. 

Protect 

“However, under intense pressure from local 
residents and Priory Park user groups we have 
reluctantly asked Niantic Labs to consider re¬ 
moving the Pokemon stops, which attract large 
groups of people in a single place, from the Pri¬ 
ory Park ruins to protect them amid growing 
concerns. 

“Complaints included incidents of damage to 
these Grade II listed ancient monument as well 
as parking issues and general noise and dis¬ 
turbance for nearby residents throughout the 
night, which we had to take into consideration. 

“There are lots more opportunities for 
Pokemon hunting elsewhere in the borough at 
our libraries, other parks and countryside open 
spaces and town centres and we very much wel¬ 
come people to explore these areas.” 

One of the roads affected is Paganel Drive. 
Police have carried out patrols around the site 
in response to the parking issues. 

Ward councillor Ken Finch said: “The three 
ward councillors have been having calls during 
the night (about disturbances). 

“At the moment the players are disturbing 
quite a number of residents. We are very con¬ 
cerned.” 


Obstructive parking near hospital

ley’s Russells Hall Hospital as 
part of a crackdown on obstruc¬ 
tive arking. 

Four cars were ticketed last 
Wednesday morning, while doz¬ 
ens more were spotted parked on 
kerbs and across driveways along 
The Oval, Ashenhurst Road, Mid- 
dlepark Road and Overfield Road. 

Councillor Cathryn Bayton, 
who represents the St James’ 


Ward, labelled it an on-going 
problem. She said: “I know that it 
is a massive problem on the whole 
of the estate. 

Permits 

“Myself and the other two ward 
councillors have previously done 
some work with the residents to 
see if we could introduce parking 
permits and guaranteed parking 
spaces for them, but there would 


have been a cost with that. If dou¬ 
ble yellow lines were placed there 
then it would also hinder them 
parking outside their homes so 
there is not a huge amount the 
council can do about it if vehicles 
are parking legally. 

“If they are illegally parking up 
then that is another issue.” 

From April 1 to March 21 2015, 
a total of 566 parking tickets 
were handed out - more than 10 
a week.

While the past few weeks have seen 
wall-to-wall coverage of Britain’s vote to 
leave the EU, the change of prime min¬ 
ister, virtual civil war in the Labour Party, 
and a new England manager, the demise 
of the video cassette recorder seems to 
have been forgotten. 

While the precise details seem to be 
hidden under a veil of secrecy, it seems 
that the last VHS video rolled off a pro¬ 
duction line in China sometime last week. 

To be honest, I thought they had gone 
out of production years ago, but appar¬ 
ently they were still selling reasonably 
well in the United States. Presumably to 
farm hands in the Deep South who wor¬ 
ry that Donald Trump might be a bit of a 
trendy liberal. 

But while it’s easy to scoff, aren’t the 
Alabama ranch hands the ones who have 
got it right? After all, what is the advan¬ 
tage of the DVD recorder or the digital 
memory box over the good old VHS? 
Both record television programmes, both 
play them back. The only beneficiaries 
are the people who make money selling 
the new tech. 

For this reason, I’ve still got a video 
recorder, although using it in the digital 
TV age does present its challenges. Five 
years after the big switchover, I still hav¬ 
en’t properly mastered how to record TV 
programmes through a Freeview box. On 
the plus side, there hasn’t been anything 
on TV over that time that I’ve actually 
wanted to record.

FOR many years, there was one thing 
visitors passing through the pretty Here¬ 
fordshire village of Leintwardine had no 
excuse for doing.

A new book recalls how a 
regiment’s bravery at the Battle 
of the Somme was questioned. 

MARION BRENNAN reports 


IT is the most damning slur that 
could be attributed to any regiment 
- that they were cowards. 

But it is an accusation that was made 
against the South Staffordshires follow¬ 
ing the carnage of the first day of the Bat¬ 
tle of the Somme 100 years ago. 

A new book on the battle recalls the lit¬ 
tle-known story of the alleged blemish on the 
reputation of the regiment, who were accused 
of ‘having failed to close with the enemy’. 

On July 1, 1916, after soldiers from the 
North and South Staffordshire regiments 
had been cut down while attempting to break 
through the German frontline west of the 
Somme village of Gommecourt, a British in¬ 
telligence officer filed a report which described 
the scene. 

It read: “After the attack was abandoned, I 
examined the scene from the branches of a tall 
tree on the outskirts of Fonquevillers (west 
of Gommecourt), and could see the dead and 
wounded like a high water mark close to the 
German wire.” 

This was proof that the Staffordshire 
regiments’ soldiers had not stayed in their 
trenches but had been stopped in their tracks 
by the failure of the British artillery to cut the 
German barbed wire. 

Yet despite this evidence, allegations were 
made by one of Britain’s top generals that 
the failure of the attack spearheaded by the 
Staffordshire regiments had been because of 
‘a lack of offensive spirit’, or, putting it more 
bluntly, cowardice. 

In an attempt to find those responsible, Gen¬ 
eral Edmund Allenby, commander of the 3rd 
Army, ordered Lieutenant General Thomas 
Snow, commander of the VI 1th Corps, which 
included the 46th Division, to convene a court 
of inquiry. One of the questions was why the 
division’s 137th Brigade had failed to ‘close 


with the enemy’. The allegation appeared to be 
particularly aimed at the men from the South 
Staffordshire Regiment. 

It had been involved with two attacks that 
day. No evidence presented at the inquiry 
suggested that its men in the lst/6th South 
Staffordshire Regiment had failed to advance 
over the top at zero hour, 7.30am, when the 
whistles blew. 

Soldier after soldier described how they had 
advanced as ordered, and hadeither been held 
up by the uncut wire, or had been scythed 
down by German gunswhile attempting to 
pass through the few gaps in the wire that had 
been created by British shelling. A few men 
even described how they had reached the Ger¬ 
man frontline and had thrown grenades at the 
enemy before being forced back. 

The battalion suffered more than 230 
casualties, representing almost 50 per cent 


of those who had attacked. When it came to 
the follow-up attack - scheduled for 3.30pm - 
nothing happened. In spite of being ordered 
to attack, the lst/5th South Staffordshires 
had remained in their trenches. It was only 
when evidence was given during the course of 
the inquiry that the slur against them could 
be cleared up. According to that evidence, the 
morning attack had highlighted two major 
problems. 

The wire in front of the South Stafford¬ 
shires’ right and centre had only been cut in a 
few narrow lanes. 

The second obstacle, as pointed out by the 
battalion’s Captain Howard Vivian Mander, 
of the Wolverhampton family dynasty, in re¬ 
lation to the lane opposite him, was that it 
was covered by a machine gun. There were 
piles of dead and dying men heaped in the 
gap who had been shot down while trying to 


pass through the wire in an attempt to reach 
the German frontline. To avoid this problem, 
the 5th South Staffordshires were instructed 
to slip to the left for the follow-up attack that 
afternoon. 

But that exacerbated the second problem - 
the slow progress of the South Staffordshire’s 
reserve company to the British frontline. They 
were delayed by thick glutinous mud and the 
bodies of dead comrades at the bottom of the 
communication trenches leading to the front¬ 
line. 

According to one soldier, it was ‘almost im¬ 
possible to make progress.’ Casualties were 
‘very heavy’ because of‘the bombardment and 
the congestion’. Many who fell ‘disappeared 
beneath the mud’. He ‘stumbled over many 
bodies which were out of sight while walking’ 
towards the frontline. 

Major WA Wistance, who was responsible 
for organising the attack by the lst/5th South 
Staffordshires, asked whether he could post¬ 
pone it until all his men were in their correct 
positions. But he was told the assault must go 
ahead. 

Message 

The inquiry heard that he then informed 
two 18-year-old subalterns in the frontline, 
who would have to pass on the order for the 
charge, that he would send them a message 
when it was time to go. 

However, minutes before zero hour, an ex¬ 
plosion from an enemy shell buried the major, 
and the message was never given. The men 
remained in their trenches but it was not out 
of cowardice, as the hearing revealed. 

The book’s author Hugh Sebag Montefiore 
said: “People know about the first day of the 
Somme but they don’t really talk about the in¬ 
quiry that went on afterwards and, as a result, 
it is little known. And it’s not really surprising 
as this was the worst thing you could accuse a 
regiment of. 

“But the Staffordshires were completely 
exonerated. The evidence showed that there 
had been a breakdown in communication and 
proved that the regiment were not cowards.”

Film on soccer legend 
not just Distant dream 
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The film team of Connor Ashmore, Hayden Hill, Marcus Distant, Gary

FOOTBALL legend Duncan 
Edwards is to be honoured in 
a film written and directed by 
a fan from his hometown. 

‘Duncan Edwards - The Boy 
Who Had It All’ is the working ti¬ 
tle of a short work by filmmaker 
Marcus Distant, from Dudley. 

Edwards, who lived on the Priory 
Estate, was one of the famous ‘Busby 
Babes’ at Man¬ 
chester United. 
He was only 21 
when he died - 
one of eight play¬ 
ers to lose their 
lives as a result 
of the Munich air 
disaster on Feb¬ 
ruary 6, 1958. 

Regularly see¬ 
ing the Edwards 
statue in Dudley, 
inspired Marcus 
to create a film 
on the local hero, 
and he has car¬ 
ried out meticu¬ 
lous research by 
looking through history books and bi¬ 
ographies in order to gain an accurate 
picture of his life in the town. 

He even has his own personal con¬ 
nection to the iconic footballer, as his 
uncle John Ball and other members 
of the family once had Edwards as a 
babysitter. 

“Over the past year, I have re¬ 
searched Duncan’s life in great detail 
and found him more and more inspir¬ 
ing at every step. It’s hard to imagine 
that a boy so talented could come from 
such an unassuming place,” he said. 

However before Marcus’ vision to 
create an inspiring film can become re¬ 
ality, he needs to raise around £5,000 
to get it into production. 

Marcus studied drama and thea¬ 
tre performance at the University of 


Wolverhampton, before moving into 
screen writing. He points out there 
have been surprisingly few films about 
Edwards, apart from those which cen¬ 
tre on the ‘Busby Babes’ and the Mu¬ 
nich air disaster, such as the television 
film United which was broadcast on 
BBC Two in 2011. 

Instead of focusing on the tragic end 
to Edwards’ life, Marcus has turned 
his attention to the footballer’s child¬ 
hood growing up in Dudley, and plans 
to use special effects to create a flash¬ 
back sequence. 

He has assembled a skilled produc¬ 


tion team, and given that the script is 
only 15 pages long they hope that once 
the funding is secured they can get the 
film made relatively quickly. 

The project has been given the con¬ 
sent of Edwards’ family and Dudley 
Council, who will allow Marcus and 
his team to film at the town museum’s 
Duncan Edwards exhibit. 

The plan is to upload the completed 
film, which should be between 10 to 13 
minutes long, to YouTube so it is avail¬ 
able to the public. They will also enter 
it into competitions, with the ultimate 
aim of developing it into a feature film.

IMP voices 
fears over 
rail service 
reduction 


THE Labour party’s deputy leader has 
warned fewer high speed trains could stop 
at Sandwell and Dudley railway station under 
plans being consulted on by the government. 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson has said it would 
be ‘outrageous’ if a current consultation on the future of 
the Inter-City West Coast Rail line ends with a reduced 
number of fast trains stopping at the station in Oldbury. 


Mr Watson said he fears 
the project ‘could mean 
fewer stops at stations like 
Sandwell’ which would 
harm Black Country busi¬ 
nesses. 

Currently four trains an 
hour travel between the sta¬ 
tion in Bromford Lane and 
London Euston - with three 
changing in Birmingham 
and one direct. 

Mr Watson said that the 
worst-case scenario for some 
smaller stations would be 
one train arriving every two 
hours. 

Focus 

He said: “The responses 
to this consultation will help 
determine what the govern¬ 
ment ask for in the tender 
documents for the future of 
the franchise. 

“The consultation has a 
heavy focus on faster jour¬ 
ney times, which could 
mean fewer stops at stations 
like Sandwell in order to re¬ 
duce journey times to other 
destinations. This would 
be a real problem for busi¬ 
nesses and commuters.” 

The rail franchise cur¬ 
rently operates primarily 
on the West Coast Mainline 
between London, Birming¬ 
ham, Manchester, Liver¬ 
pool, North Wales, Glasgow

and Edinburgh with stops 
at intermediate stations 
including Sandwell and 
Dudley. In a consultation 
document the Department 
for Transport warns some 
trains are ‘very busy’. 

To combat this, it sug¬ 
gests ‘reducing the number 
of stops needed at interme¬ 
diate stations’ to ensure ser¬ 
vices between big cities are 
faster and less crowded. 

The consultation on the 
service, currently operated 
by Virgin Trains, was due to 
end this week. 

Mr Watson said: “Any 
reduction in high speed ser¬ 
vices to and from Sandwell 
would be outrageous. We 
need more high speed direct 
trains, not fewer services. 

“There’s no point in the 
government spending all 
of this money on HS2 if 
Sandwell residents end up 
getting a poorer service.” 

Ninder Johal, who sits on 
the board of the Black Coun¬ 
try Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership, said: “If we were to 
reduce the number of trains 
stopping at Sandwell and 
Dudley we could be going 
against the whole premise of 
rebalancing the economy.”

A COUNCILLOR and his partner 
took it upon themselves to clean 
up an alleyway after residents com¬ 
plained of its condition. 

Councillor Stuart Henley, for 
Halesowen North ward, spent sev¬ 
eral hours cleaning up the alleyway 
in his constituency with his partner 
Sue Longmore. 

He then planted wild seeds along 
the path to spruce up the area for 
the future. 

He said: “On July 24 after calls 
from residents asking for a gully 
to be cleared of weeds and rubbish, 
I took it on myself along with my 
partner to go and do this clean up. 

“It took a couple of hours hard 
work but we collected around six 
bags of rubbish and weeds. 


“After the clear up I planted wild 
plant seeds along the way and hope 
this will help brighten up the gully. 

“If any other area wishes help 
please get in touch and let’s get a 
group of residents together to take 
pride and help clean up.” 

He added: “Due to hard cuts that 
have and are being made through¬ 
out the borough we all need to get 
community minded and get out 
there and do what we can ourselves. 

“Yes we pay our taxes but we do 
need to do our bit. 

“If we just clean up outside our 
own properties and maybe next door 
if they are unable to this would go a 
long way to make the areas cleaner. 

“Some may be more reluctant to 
drop litter and let their dogs foul.” 


YOBS keyed dozens of vehicles 
parked on the Wrens Nest estate 
leaving residents with repair bills 
running into hundreds of pounds.

Another neighbour spoke of her upset 
at having her brand new Ford Fiesta 
scratched on the back door. 

She said: “Its a 16 plate car and I’ve only 
had it a month. I didn’t even notice until I 
came out at about 4.30ish. It’s just unac¬ 
ceptable, we won’t know how much it will 
cost until we get a bodywork estimate.” 

Inspector Laura Jones, who oversees po¬ 
licing in the area, said a suspect had been 
identified and would be spoken to in due 
course. 

She said: “This is clearly concerning for 
local residents and we are taking the mat¬ 
ter extremely seriously. Our patrols in and 
around the area have been stepped up in 
order to prevent any further offences. 

“A suspect has been identified and will 
be spoken to in due course but I would be 
keen to hear from anyone who may have 
any information about who is responsible 
for causing this damage.” 

Anyone with any concerns is urged to 
contact Dudley Police on 101 or Crimestop- 
pers anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Earlier this year vehicles were targeted 
in Wall Well, Halesowen. Police released 
CCTV footage showing a man stroll up to 
an Audi and casually scratch both the pas¬ 
senger and driver’s sides of the vehicle.

Offers invited as landmark 
club is put on the market 


A LANDMARK club which closed unex¬ 
pectedly after more than 100 years has 
been put up for sale. 

Tipton Conservative & Unionist Club 
on Union Street suddenly shut its doors in 
January. 

Now the 0.36 acre site is on the market as 
a freehold with Birmingham-based estate 
agents Colliers. A price tag has not been 
put on the property, but offers are invited. 

The historic building has an extension 
to the rear, a 30 space car park, enclosed 
private yard plus beer patio with smoking 
shelter. It had previously been home to Tip- 
ton Civic Society. 

Society chairman Keith Hodgkins said he 
hoped any potential developers didn’t de¬ 
molish it. “Sadly I cannot see it being viable 
as another pub or club,” he said. 

“It is sad to see the end of it as it was but 
we can only hope someone comes along and 
converts it into a new use. 

“It may even be demolished as there is 
a big car park at the back, but we would 
not want that as it has been such a distinc¬ 
tive building and part of the town for many 


years.” Since the building closed, Civic So¬ 
ciety meetings have been held at the church 
in Owen Street. 

The building had previously been a flour 
mill before becoming a Conservative club 
in 1909. 

The sale advert on Colliers states there 
is a pool, darts and bar room, lower ground 
floor/basement concert room and first floor 
snooker room. 

Fixtures 

There is also an office and private man¬ 
ager’s flat comprising of three bedrooms, 
lounge, kitchen and bathroom. No fixtures 
and fittings will be included in the sale. 

Ian Walsh, from Colliers, said: “Offers 
are invited and anyone interested can di¬ 
rectly get in touch with myself.” 

Tipton Green ward councillor Ian Jones 
said: “It’s a substantial building and its a 
shame that it was not viable in the end as 
like what happens with many pubs these 
days. We can only hope that there would be 
a good use for it still.”

JLR’s commitment to the environ¬ 
ment. 

The prestigious contract to design, 
manufacture and install the storage 
tanks was awarded to Pressvess ear¬ 
lier in the year by JLR’s paint dis¬ 
tribution and management specialist 
Morecheck. 

Manufacture 

The steel vessels, which took eight 
weeks and more than a thousand 
man-hours to manufacture, received 
the final thumbs up from Jaguar Land 
Rover’s environmental principal en¬ 
gineer Russell Kent ready for last 
week’s planned dispatch.

Owners will buy intu other 
half of Merry Hill centre 


MERRY Hill owner Intu says it aims 
to accelerate major revamp plans 
for the shopping centre following its 
£410 million deal to buy the half it 
didn’t already own. 

The group, which has outlined major redevel¬ 
opments at its Lakeside and Watford shopping 
centres, hailed a ‘strong set of results’ for the 
first six months of the year, with rental income 
rising £12m to £219.4m. 

Intu said buying the other half of the £890m 
Merry Hill site in June from Australian invest¬ 


ment group QIC would enable it “to accelerate 
re-engineering the retail, catering and leisure 
mix to unlock the full potential of this centre”. 

A revaluation of the site following the deal 
showed it was worth £35m more than expected. 

The company said: “We believe the centre 
presents a significant opportunity to re-engineer 
and update the tenant mix. 

“Encouraging large flagship formats and re¬ 
ducing the number of smaller units will make 
the centre more attractive to retailers and 
customers, and improve the rental tone. This 
strategy is similar to that which has been suc¬ 


cessfully implemented at intu Trafford Centre 
and intu Lakeside.” 

Merry Hill is the fourth biggest of intu’s UK 
shopping centres, with 213 stores and 1.67 mil¬ 
lion sq ft of space. As well as increasing the size 
of its biggest stores the group plans on major 
improvements to the restaurant and leisure fa¬ 
cilities at the centre. 

Chief executive David Fischel said: “With over 
£500 million of cash and available facilities, we 
are well positioned to take opportunities when 
they arise, such as the acquisition in the period 
of the other half of intu Merry Hill.” 


Funds boost for 
Beacon Centre 

THE Beacon Centre for the Blind has 
been awarded more than £119,000 by two 
leading funding groups. The centre in 
Wolverhampton Road, Sedgley, has been 
awarded the cash by the Big Lottery Fund 
and the European Social Fund. 

The money will support 100 visually 
impaired people over the age of 24 living 
in Wolverhampton. It will help them to 
find employment and boost social skills 
through IT training, cookery courses and 
financial workshops. It follows Dudley 
Council cutting £250,000 of funding a year 
to the charity.

Radiographer 
struck off over 
child images 

INDECENT images of children were dis¬ 
covered on a radiographer’s laptop while 
he was staying at a flat at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. 

Anthony Davies has now been struck off 
after being convicted of possessing images 
of girls as young as 12. His secret was un¬ 
covered when a friend logged on to his lap¬ 
top at the hospital flat where he was living, 
a disciplinary panel was told. 

The Health and Care Professions Coun¬ 
cil panel had to decide whether Davies, 
aged 26, could have a future in the pro¬ 
fession following his convictions. He had 
been working at Russells Hall for around 
two years when the discovery was made in 
2014. When his laptop was seized, no im¬ 
ages were found as a new operating sys¬ 
tem had been installed which would have 
erased any, the panel heard. 

However, 36 Category C images were 
discovered on his phone. A Category C 
image is an indecent image of a child, but 
not one involving sexual activity. 

Davies pleaded guilty to making inde¬ 
cent images on his laptop and phone at 
Dudley Magistrates Court last October. He 
was given a four-year jail term, suspended 
for 24 months, and a supervision order.

Town ahead of the field 
for producing bicycles 


WOLVERHAMPTON used to 
be the most important town 
for bicycle manufacturing in 
the country. 

At the end of the 19th century 
there were 30 cycle manufacturers in 
the town and only five in Nottingham. 
A total of over 80 have been identified 
in Wolverhampton over the years. 

These range from major makers 
like Sunbeam, Star, Wearwell and Vi¬ 
king to small back street workshops. 

The skill-base of the town was al¬ 
ways literally metal bashing, tinplate 
manufacture, and this translated eas¬ 
ily to making bicycles when the craze 
for them spread across the country 
Hugh Porter, winner of four in the late 19th century. The ‘Rolls- 
world pursuit titles Royce’ of makers was Sunbeam, op-

erating from the huge Sunbeamland 
works on Penn Road, with their gold 
pinstriping, and the chain enclosed in 
a ‘little oil bath’. 

The mighty Villiers Company 
was started just to make cycle parts 
for Sunbeam, initially pedal blocks. 
Many manufacturers moved on to 
making motorbikes, often, initially, 
by attaching a small engine to a bicy¬ 
cle frame, like Wearwell making Wolf 
motorbikes. 

Cycle racing was hugely popular in 
the town, with crowds of thousands 
flocking to the Molineux to watch the 
races, before the football team took 


over the site. One of the most influ¬ 
ential racers in Britain was Percy 
Stallard who was born in his father’s 
cycle shop in Broad Street, and pio¬ 
neered mass start road races, like the 
Tour de France, when the national 
authorities only licensed time trials. 

After the war Viking Cycles ran a 
very successful racing team led by 
Bob Thom, and the town’s main cy¬ 
cling club Wolverhampton Wheelers 
produced great champions like Hugh 
Porter and Andy Tennant. 

The cycle makers have all gone 
now, but the Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre feature the city’s 
bike heritage with examples of Sun¬ 
beam, Wearwell and Viking bicycles 
on display, and are always looking for 
other examples.

Stan Holley has not let being 87 
years old stop him from attending 
English and maths lessons every 
Friday at Stourbridge College. 

“Coming to college has given me a 
new lease of life,” said Mr Holley, from 
Stourbridge, who left school aged 14 to 
train as a carpenter. 

“I enrolled on my courses last Sep¬ 
tember and it’s done me a lot of good 
to be able to better myself,” he said. 

Stan is also getting on well with his 
classmates, including sharing a fist 
bump with 19-year-old fellow maths 
and English student Liam Thomas. 

Fazed 

Teachers have noted how the 
great-grandfather has not only got to 
grips with everything from grammar 
to graphs, his exam marks have also 
improved as well. 

“I achieved 75 per cent and 69 per 
cent in my last maths and English 
tests and I am aiming for top marks,” 
he said. “Eve come this far so it seems 
silly not to aim higher. Being in college 
hasn’t fazed me at all. 

“Everyone here wants the same 
thing, which is to learn and we all 
support one another. The teachers are 
fantastic too.” 

Mr Holley’s family, including his 
two sons and three great-grandchil¬ 
dren, are also keeping a close eye on 
his progress. 

He said: “My family have been en¬ 
couraging me to keep active. I was a 
carpenter for 50 years and retired to 
take care of my late wife who was ill. 

“I kept up with the carpentry, fixing 
up a few bits of furniture around the 
house but I’m not physically able to do 
as much as I used to. 

“This is what spurred me into com¬ 


ing back to education, along with be¬ 
coming a widower. 

“I’m so glad I became a student 
again. I do have homework and the 
lessons can be challenging, but they’re 
also quite social. 

“There’s a wide mix of people. Al¬ 
though we all like to have a laugh and 
joke, we soon knuckle down when our 
teachers expect us to,” he said. 

On completing his Functional Skills 
English and maths programmes, Stan 
hopes to begin Level 1 qualifications in 
September. 


“There’s so much out there to dis¬ 
cover, especially with emails and re¬ 
searching things online,” Stan added. 
“I love the idea of being able to explore 
and having something to show for it 
afterwards by way of an exam result, 
essay mark and qualification.”

Extra car 
parking is 
ruled out 
at park 

COUNCIL bosses have an¬ 
nounced no extra parking 
spaces will be freed up at 
Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens 
Park following complaints 
too many were being taken 
up by authority staff. 

Dudley Council said as 
many workers as possible 
had been moved out of the 
park and that numbers 
would remain steady. 

Almost 100 council staff 
were shifted out of the 
park last year following 
complaints there was not 
enough parking for those 
visiting the park. 

Despite a reduction in the 
number of workers from last 
year, there are still 28 more 
based there than in 2014. 

Bosses said they had 
hoped the number would be 
lower but revealed 20 more 
workers had needed to be 
brought into the children’s 
services department based 
there. It is hoped all chil¬ 
dren’s staff will leave the 
park within two years. 

A council report said: 
“This will leave a total of 
146 council staff on site; 134 
in the main office and 12 in 
the mobiles. This equates to 
125 fewer staff than when 
the children’s services first 
moved in and only 28 more 
staff than were at Mary Ste¬ 
vens Park before children’s 
services moved in. 

“While it is recognised

Tears all round as they 
meet the parents 


H ankies at the ready everyone - 
there are two more unbearably 
moving tales heading your way 
this week. 

The first of them focuses on David 
Smith, who lives in Cambridgeshire 
with his wife and two children. He’s 
close to his offspring, and says, “I 
don’t think you understand the love of 
a father until you become a father 
yourself.” 

David was raised by his mother and 
her husband alongside two siblings. 
However, he didn’t bond with the man 
he thought was his dad, and 
discovered in his teens, following his 
mother’s divorce, that his biological 
father was a man called Ken Davis, 
whom she’d met and fallen in love 
with. However, following a heated 
argument, they went their separate 
ways. 

For years, David has longed for a 
father figure: “I want someone to be 
proud of me, someone to say, ‘this is 
my son!” 

The programme’s researchers 
stepped in to lend him a hand. They 
discovered that Ken is now married 


with three more children and living in 
West Bromwich. 

When co-host Nicky Campbell 
catches up with him, Ken reveals he’s 
always been aware of David’s 
existence and had wanted to be a part 
of his life, but felt that when his mother 
married, that he’d be better off as part 
of their family unit; he’s devastated to 
find that David’s childhood wasn’t a 
happy one and regrets his decision.

“I was doing someone a 
good turn, making family for other 
people,” she explains. 

Davina McCall accompanies the 
women when they come face-to-face 
in Richmond, not far from where they 
were last together almost 50 years 
ago. 

“It is a great feeling to know that 
she’s well and she knows that I am 
okay,” says Mandy.”

Streets ahead - Pho offers Vietnamese food 


Just the ticket! Why this type 
of food is right up my street 


IT wasn’t that long ago when a 
meal at the train station meant 
a Double Whopper with chips, 
some onion rings and an unnec¬ 
essarily large diet Coke. 

The choice of seating was either the 
sole plastic backless chair or the mid¬ 
dle of the platform. 

But that’s now a distant memory, the 
future is here and it’s sensational - wel¬ 
come to Grand Central Birmingham which 
opened last September and has been a huge 
success in both visitor numbers and positive 
feedback. 

Located on the first floor, Grand Cen¬ 
tral has given the green light to a diverse 
number of restaurants from French to Jap- 
anese.With my wife being half Filipino, we 
decided to stay in the Far East and dine 
at Pho. No that’s not a spelling error, the

name may be short and slightly odd, but 
the experience from start to finish was quite 
simply a delight. 

Pho is an open plan Vietnamese restau¬ 
rant that delivers quick, healthy ‘street 
food’ at a very reasonable price. So what is 
the meaning behind the name? Quite sim¬ 
ply it’s the star dish that the restaurant 
serves - a traditional noodle soup. 

The menu is clear, well described and 
extensive. And if you can’t read Vietnam¬ 
ese, the English explanation is quoted just 
below each dish to help out even the most 
confused customer. 

The staff are incredibly attentive and 
when I eat out I always ask their thoughts 
on the menu before I make my final deci¬ 
sion, just to see if there’s any ‘must haves’. 

The first thing I noticed was that every¬ 


one was incredibly passionate about the 
food. Not just the staff, but the diners ei¬ 
ther side of us. To start, we ordered one Goi 
cuon and one brisket summer roll. Forget 
deep fried, dry and heavy and think light, 
healthy and delicious. 

Plentiful 

But the Vietnamese chicken salad (Goi 
ga) was the star of the show. It was simply 
a delight from the first mouthful to the last. 
Suffice to say my wife’s trip to the bathroom 
resulted in her only having two mouthfuls 
left when she returned. 

The shredded white chicken strips were 
juicy and plentiful and combined meticu¬ 
lously with Asian herbs and peppers before 
the addition of a chilli ginger dressing that 
brought out every single flavour of the dish. 

I do like to change things up in restau¬ 
rants, however with Pho, I always pick the 


same thing every single time - Pho chin 
(brisket) with extra brisket. 

The huge bowl in which it was served 
may be slightly intimidating to the novice, 
but with the oversized wooden spoon that 
comes with the soup, they avoid that awk¬ 
ward ‘Should I be using chopsticks?’ ques¬ 
tion. 

With lean meat aplenty and rice noodles 
flowing, the dish provides the perfect com¬ 
fort food combination, but at the same time 
keeping the healthy-eating element at the 
forefront of the dish. 

Suffice to say we could not manage des¬ 
sert, but there were a variety of different 
traditional dishes that looked stunning as 
they came off the pass. 

Excellent service, delicious, healthy plen¬ 
tiful food in a relaxed friendly atmosphere, 
Pho ticks all the boxes - this really is on the 
right track.

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SUV has style and poise 


By James Fossdyke 

Mercedes’ answer to the BMW 
X4 is finally here - the Mercedes- 
Benz GLC Coupe - so we grabbed 
the keys to find out what’s what. 

This is Mercedes’ newest addition to 
its SUV line-up, and its second attempt 
at a coupe SUV. Sitting below the GLE 
Coupe in the range, the GLC Coupe is 
essentially a GLC with a sleeker, sporti¬ 
er body atop the SUV chassis. 

But to dismiss this as a GLC for the fash- 
ion-conscious is to undersell this car some¬ 
what, because the Coupe is also bestowed 
with more direct steering and a sportier 
suspension set-up that aims, in Mercedes’ 
words, to make this “the sports car among 
the mid-size SUVs”. 

Under the bonnet you’ll find one of 
Mercedes’ now-ageing 2.1-litre diesel en¬ 
gines, but these will eventually be joined by 
a 3.0-litre V6 diesel, a twin-turbo V6 petrol 
and a plug-in hybrid. Sadly, though, the lat¬ 
ter won’t be with us until 2018. 

For all Mercedes’ claims of dynamism, 
it’s difficult to get around the wanton styl¬ 
ishness of the GLC Coupe. The standard 
C-Class Coupe is a gorgeous machine, and 
there’s more than a hint of that sleek aes¬ 
thetic about the GLC. 

Somehow, though, it doesn’t sit all that 
well on the raised GLC chassis. 

It’s a muscular image, but there’s a little 
too much metalwork on the sides and the 
bumpers are a mite too deep to call it truly 
beautiful. 

Yet as soon as you sit inside it, you know 
you’re in something a little bit more spe¬ 


cial than your common or garden SUV. The 
cabin is stock C-Class, but there’s nothing 
wrong with that. 

Even though the materials and build qual¬ 
ity aren’t up to the standards set by Audi 
and BMW, there’s a sense of style and oc¬ 
casion that little else in this price range can 
match. 

The cost of all the GLC Coupe’s stylish¬ 
ness, though, is practicality. There’s plenty 
of room in the front, and access to the rear 
seats is good thanks to the sensibly sized 
back doors, but taller rear-seat passengers 
will find that headroom is at a premium. 

Fortunately, the boot is capacious enough 
for items such as suitcases and golf clubs, 
but the boot floor seems to be quite a way up 
and hoisting heavier objects in and out may 
be a bit of a faff. 

The GLC Coupe’s key strength lies on the 
tarmac. Sports suspension, which is optional 
on the normal GLC, comes as standard on 
the Coupe, while the track has been widened 
and the coupe body has lowered the centre 
of gravity. 

As a result, the GLC Coupe’s road man¬ 
ners are very solid, especially considering 
the kerb weight of 1.8 tonnes. It isn’t what 
you’d call sporty, and it probably couldn’t 
even keep pace with the Porsche Macan, but 
it’s a match for the likes of the BMW X4 and 
Range Rover Evoque. 

It isn’t just the handling that impresses, 
either. Even with its sporting pretensions, 
the GLC Coupe offers a smooth, comforta¬ 
ble ride, and despite the ageing engines, it’s 
still quite refined. That’s helped by the excel¬ 
lent nine-speed automatic gearbox, though, 
which does a great job of keeping the revs 
down and shifts seamlessly between ratios. 

Prices start from £40,580, which buys you

the 220d Sport model. That’s £3,000 more 
expensive than the equivalent GLC SUV, 
but there isn’t a lot of extra kit. In fact, apart 
from the suspension, steering and the bod¬ 
ywork, it’s absolutely identical to the SUV. 

Even so, there’s plenty of standard 
equipment. The nine-speed automatic 
transmission is standard, along with 18- 
inch alloys, parking sensors and satellite 
navigation. 

Upgrading to the £42,090 AMG Line, 
though, will earn you full Artico man¬ 
made leather, black headlining and myri¬ 


ad aesthetic tweaks both inside and out. 
At present, the price structure is relatively 
flat thanks to the limited engine range, but 
once the V6 diesel-powered 350d arrives 
at the end of the year the prices will likely 
reach up towards the £50,000 mark. 

The GLC Coupe is aimed squarely at 
stylish young professionals who want 
to join the SUV revolution without sacri¬ 
ficing the looks and handling of a coupe. 
It’s a pleasant surprise to find that it’s rel¬ 
atively practical, though, so some young 
families may be tempted.

FORGET the acceleration times or how far 
the car goes on a gallon, for some potential 
owners the way their iPhone hooks up is the 
decider. 

Or, as the man from Audi said about the newly up¬ 
date A3 range: “To some younger customers being 
connected is more important than the car itself.” 

So, younger customers rejoice! This workover of Audi’s 
biggest selling range brings extra standard kit and the pos¬ 
sibility (at extra cost, it’s an Audi, remember) of keeping 
yourself connected like never before. 

With four body styles to choose from - three and five-door 
hatch (Sportback in Audi speak), saloon and cabriolet - and 
six engines on offer, there ought to be a car to suit most 
upwardly mobile people in search of a classy set of wheels. 

Priced from £19,365, the latest A3 comes with a mild rejig 
on the outside and more bits inside, including cruise control, 
auto lights and wipers and a multi-function steering wheel. 

You have to move up the range, or pay for extras to appre¬ 
ciate all the new techno upgrades, which can include what 
Audi calls a digital cockpit; really a high definition screen 
replacing conventional dials that you can make display the 
sat nav with cinema screen clarity or let the instruments 
dominate. 

The entry level A3 is a three-door hatch with 1.0 litre pet¬ 
rol engine and SE trim but not many people will be tempt¬ 
ed, heading instead to the Sport (+£1,550) and the S line 
(+£2,150), where bigger alloys, styling tweaks inside and 
out and LED headlights (and natty rear indicators that flash 
in a bulb- sweeping action) mark the car out as the range 
topper. 

You’ll find satellite navigation on all but the SE but find 
£995 for a technology pack and you’ll add high speed 4G 
internet access via a SIM card with no date charge, Google 
Earth and Street View and Twitter. 

If you’re mobile phone is clever enough you can pop it 
in the Audi Phone Box between the front seats, where it 
charges itself without needing to be plugged in and works 
through the car’s own aerial for a better reception. 

Oh, and there’s 10GB of hard drive memory for every 
song you&#39;ve ever bought and need to download to the 
car. So you’ll stay very connected indeed to your life outside 
your Audi. 

Add a driver assistance pack for £1,950 and an au¬ 
to-geared A3 will slow to a halt and start off again all by itself, 
maintain a safe distance behind the vehicle ahead at cruis¬ 
ing speed and briefly steer the car at speeds up to 37mph. 

There are a couple of option boxes you can tick without 
adding to the price of your car - to delete the badges on the 
back to keep your engine details to yourself, or to delete 
the lowered, stiffened suspension that comes with an S line 
package. Two paint colours cost nothing extra either (solid 
white or black) although everything else costs £550, or £775 
for a crystal effect black. 

Alongside a carried over selection of engines there’s the 
first application in the A3 of the Volkswagen Group’s feisty 
1.0 litre three-cylinder petrol engine and a new 2.0 petrol 
power unit with 190 horsepower and coupled to a new sev¬ 
en-speed automatic gearbox. 

As ever, slipping into the latest A3 reinforces the compa¬ 
ny’s reputation for building cars as well finished as anything 
near the price; this is a high quality environment in which to 
spend hours of your life at a stretch. 

Choose the popular 2.0 litre diesel and S line trim and 
you’ll have a car that shrugs off the miles, the engine a dis¬ 
tant thrum as the suspension stays firmly in contact with 
the road, doing its best with big alloy wheels and stiffened 
springs to smooth your path. 

Lesser versions with smaller wheels - or an S line on the 
optional softer suspension - would ride more serenely but 
lack the positive edge to the steering that makes the A3 feel 
taut and ... connected. 

The trip computer showed 54.9mpg after a brief but spir¬ 
ited drive. Combine that with the way the car is predicted to 
hang on to its value as the months roll by and this new Audi 
is clearly connected to real world values.

Suzuki’s 
Baleno is 
pleasant 
surprise

There are lots of good cars out there. Some 
are better than others, but there are very few 
really bad ones these days. 

So in a world of competent ‘sameness’ among fam¬ 
ily cars it comes as a pleasant surprise to the jaded 
palate to drive one with more of an X-factor. 

One such is Suzuki’s new Baleno, a name borrowed from 
a 1990s model but in fact a totally new car. It has all the right 
ingredients: size, a lively but economical engine, refinement 
and high levels of equipment at a highly competitive price. 

The star of the range for me is powered by a brand new 
‘Boosterjet’ one litre turbocharged petrol engine, while there 
is also a new ‘mild hybrid’ petrol-electric version capable of 
even better economy (over 70mpg) and a four cylinder, 1.2 
litre Dualjet first seen in the smaller Celerio last year. 

There’s nothing new about a small engine fitted with a 
turbocharger so what makes the Boosterjet such an extraor¬ 
dinary engine? Ten years or so ago the idea of fitting a 998cc 
petrol engine in a five-door, five seater car would have been 
almost laughable: sluggish, noisy from constant use of low¬ 
er gears and, as a consequence, thirsty. 

But the turbo now only produces more power - an im¬ 
pressive 11 IPS - it crucially means more torque, with 
170Nm putting it in the realms of a small diesel (and some 
40 per cent more than its normally aspirated, 1.2 litre sibling. 

Floor the pedal and the result is a racy growl as the tacho 
winds up to the 6,000rpm rev limit and you hit 62mph in 
around 11 seconds. But that’s not the point. The real benefit 
is smooth, relaxed performance, and impressively low noise 
levels conveying an impression of refinement more usually 
associated with bigger, more expensive and thirstier cars. 
The Baleno feels really grown up, quality family transport. 

And you can still expect fuel economy on the right side of 
60mpg, and a low, tax efficient C02 rating of 105g/km. 

The new engine (it was first seen last year in 1.4 litre, 
four cylinder form in the new Vitara) is only part of the story. 
Suzuki has also used its years of expertise in small cars to 
make the car lighter but stronger by using high tensile steel 
- it is significantly less lardy than even smaller rivals such as 
the Ford Fiesta and VW Polo. That benefits economy but 
also helps the Baleno’s impressive handling characteristics. 
It is light to handle around town and to park, but the steering 
is well-weighted and sensitive so it can with hustled with ac¬ 
curacy and confidence along twisty country lanes. 

The rigid body and chassis helps the suspension as it 
soaks up the bumps well, contributing to that feeling of re¬ 
finement which characterises this new Suzuki. 

The driver’s seat has a good range of height adjustment, 
so you can pump it up into something like the ‘command’ 
position much beloved by compact SUV fans, yet still have 
headroom to spare. 

Strategy 

The cabin is an object lesson in the use of space, with 
plenty of head and legroom in the back for adults, too. The 
boot lip is a touch high, but inside there’s room for a class 
average 320 litres of luggage - or 756 litres if you fold the 
back seats down. 

The Baleno is a family car at a surprisingly competitive 
price bearing in mind its high levels of equipment - from 
£12,999 for the 1.0 Boosterjet to £13,499 for the 1.2 litre hy¬ 
brid. The only visible sign of cost saving in the cabin is 
the rather bland plastic dash, but in contrast there’s a new 
colour screen on the dash with full connectivity, digital radio 
and satellite navigation as standard. 

There’s also a new instrument panel with comprehensive 
driver information display between the two traditional dials, 
and features such as air conditioning, alloy wheels, tinted 
windows, automatic headlamps, fog lamps, electric win¬ 
dows and a leather steering wheel. 

The top grade version, the SZ5, also gets adapative 
cruise control and radar brake support, to help keep you le¬ 
gal and prevent you from being involved in a rear-end shunt 
which (apart from the risk of injury) would hit you insurance 
premiums. Six airbags, ABS and electronic stability control 
are also standard equipment. 

The Baleno SHVS version is a ‘mild hybrid’, so called be¬ 
cause it has a relatively small extra lithium-ion battery and 
electric motor which add a surprisingly low 6.2kg to the 
standard Baleno’s weight - an issue Suzuki believes is vital 
in a small car. The battery is charged during braking, and 
powers the electric motor during acceleration, adding 2.3kw 
and 50NM of torque to the petrol engine’s output. 

On-road performance is very similar to the Boosterjet, but 
it significantly reduces fuel consumption. The SHVS is offi¬ 
cially rated as averaging a very impressive 70.6mpg with a 
C02 rating of 94g/km which of course under current legisla¬ 
tion puts this model in the zero road tax bracket.

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Traditional 
Volvo now 
even better

Perhaps the most indelible image of Volvo is 
the large estate car, and the new V90 exem¬ 
plifies it. Based on the same scalable plat¬ 
form as the very successful second-genera¬ 
tion XC90, the V90 — and its saloon brother 
the S90 - is the second model in Volvo’s re¬ 
juvenation. 

The all-new V90 will be coming to the UK with the 
same 2.0-litre ‘D5’ diesel as you’ll find in the XC90, to 
be joined by a hybrid-electric petrol ‘T8’ model later 
in the year. 

There’s no getting away from the fact the V90 is an incred¬ 
ibly imposing car on the road. It’s rather large, coming in at 
just under five metres nose to tail and a fraction over two 
metres across the mirrors, but it’s not just the size that gives 
it serious presence. 

The Thor’s Hammer’ headlights and concave grille, along 
with the redesigned Volvo logo - all of which debuted on the 
XC90 - generate an overall image that exudes confidence. 
Opt for the Inscription trim and the grille is chromed too, 
which adds to the effect. 

Cabin space is just as vast as you might expect. Rear leg- 
room is particularly impressive with even a leggy supermod¬ 
el able to fit in the back without any danger of running out 
of space. A fifth occupant might not have such a great time, 
with a fairly broad central tunnel to straddle, but otherwise, 
there is plenty of space front and rear. 

It’s a traditionally Volvo-esque boot, too. There’s a pow¬ 
ered tailgate as standard and it reveals a nicely uniform 
opening with a low and flush lip. Boot space is 560 litres in 
standard configuration, with the rear seats folding flat by a 
single button each in the boot. 

A 13 gallon (60 litre) fuel tank gives the 57.6mpg V90 D5 a 
range of just over 750 miles between fuel stops. 

Equipped with the D5, the V90 is quite a brisk beast, 
with 60mph coming up in just under seven seconds. This 
is helped along with the ‘PowerPulse’ feature which is, in 
essence, an electric supercharger. Using electric power to 
compress air, it spools the turbocharger up at low engine 
speeds in low gears to reduce any lag as you’d normally 
have to wait for exhaust gases to do the job. 

Unobtrusive 

There isn’t a pleasing soundtrack to go with the tech and 
the performance though, it merely sounds hoarse rather 
than coarse if you provoke it, and settles down to an unob¬ 
trusive hum on cruise, assisted by the eight-speed gearbox. 

Set to Dynamic mode, the 1.8-tonne V90 makes for a very 
capable point-to-point machine, as it will need to be when 
the 401 bhp T8 Twin Engine model arrives later in the year, 
but while you’ll have to be going some before you run out of 
available grip, it almost feels wrong to do so. Slot it back into 
Comfort or Eco and the V90 becomes a supreme cruiser, 
taking everything in its stride. On a gentle 75mph lope down 
a Spanish autopista, we recorded interior sound at under 
70dB, so it’ll be easy to maintain conversation. 

It wouldn’t be a Volvo if it wasn’t filled with safety kit, and 
the V90 meets targets here. As standard, the V90 packs in 
city safety, pedestrian and large animal detection, adaptive 
cruise control and a run-off-road prevention system that de¬ 
tects the offside of the road and keeps you from crossing it 
inadvertently. 

Volvo also fits pilot assist as standard, which allows the 
car to maintain its speed and lane positioning at up to 
80mph, decelerating down automatically as appropriate to 
traffic conditions - even to rest. Navigation, an 8-inch TFT 
screen, two-zone climate control, DAB radio, heated front 
seats and LED headlights are all standard kit, as is the pow¬ 
er tailgate. 

The V90 range starts at £34,555 for the D4-engined Mo¬ 
mentum model, rising to £44,055 for the D5 PowerPulse 
Inscription we tested. It’s broadly comparable to what Vol¬ 
vo terms its German rivals, but noses ahead on equipment 
levels. 

It’s an ideal vehicle for the family, with two older kids, 
plenty of luggage and a couple of large dogs. Volvo has 
always been inextricably linked with the big estate car and it 
more than meets expectations here too. 

More noticeably, the UK’s police forces will probably be 
up for getting a few on their fleets as well.

CRADLEY rider Ashley Morris was 
set to start as one of the favourites for 
Tuesday’s showpiece Golden Hammer 
individual event at Monmore. 

Morris has won every major honour 
with the Heathens and made an emo¬ 
tional return to the club for the 2016 
season. 

But on an individual front the Ham¬ 
mer has so far eluded him and it’s some¬ 
thing he was aiming to put right in front 
of a bumper crowd at the 20-heat event. 

Morris said: “It’s come around really 
quickly, but I’m really looking forward 
to it because it’s always a massive meet¬ 
ing. 

“You know you’ll get a big crowd 
which makes it special and there are 
some top riders involved as well. 

“It’s going to be a tough one with 
the riders who are racing, but I’ve been 
going well at Monmore this season. 

“I know the track well enough, I can’t 
have any excuses and I’ll be trying to 
show everyone what I can do against 
strong opposition. 

“I’ve always seemed to have a chance 
but things never seem to go my way on 
the night. Hopefully this time things can 
be different and I can go all the way.” 

He admits a return to the Heathens 
has worked out well after two seasons 
away from the club. 

“I’m enjoying being back this year,” 
Morris said. “I’ve always been welcomed 
really well by everyone at Cradley, so I’m 
grateful for that and I still enjoy riding 
here. 

“I’ve had some great seasons at Crad¬ 
ley, and I’ve come on a lot as a rider since 
I first started here. 

“It’s great to think I’ve been involved 
in winning trophies with the club and 
having as much success as we have from 
where it all started. I’ll always enjoy 
wearing a Heathens race jacket.”

KARATE RIVALS 
GET THE CHOP 


DUDLEY Shukokai Karate Club 
sensei Mandie Read is elated 
after a big medal haul on the 
world stage. 

Read, from Kingswinford, has been a 
teacher in the martial art for 30 years 
and took a 30-strong squad to the 
WUKF World Karate Championships 
in Dublin. 

Representing the All Styles Karate Alliance 
GB, which Read helped set up 12 months ago, 
it was made up of competitors from Dudley Shu¬ 
kokai, based at Thorns Community College in 
Brierley Hill, Nine Locks Shukokai, also in the 
town, and four other clubs around the country. 

Dudley Shukokai came away with 11 medals - 
three gold, four silver and three bronze. 

“We now have six world champions as two of 
the gold medals were in team events,” said Read. 
“Our team ranged from 10 years old right up to 
myself as a veteran. There was over 2,500 com¬ 
petitors in total in Dublin and my squad had 
been training for a year, after getting seven med¬ 
als at the Europeans last year.

“I couldn’t have asked for any better from 
the squad, especially considering the majority of 
them are under 18.” 

Read and her son Daniel, 27, and also an in¬ 
structor, were both among the medals. 

Overall, the alliance finished 17th on the 
medal table out of 71 federations at the compe¬ 
tition in Ireland. 

Read teaches every day of the week, bar the 
odd Thursday off, and does her best to visit all 
of the clubs under the All Styles Karate Alliance 
GB banner. Her main body of work is at Dudley 
Shukokai, which has been going for the last 25 
years. There are 100 on the books as well as 50 
in the All Star squad. 

“We created All Star 12 months ago, it goes 
from strength to strength, and are promoting all 
of the time to get people in,” said Read. 

“We have got six clubs with over 600 members 
in total and Dudley Shukokai is probably one of 
the most successful clubs in the West Midlands.”

Zaber: Let’s 
get it on 
with Byfield 

MANNY Zaber has revealed he’s set his 
sights on a Black Country derby show¬ 
down in the ring with Dudley’s Les By¬ 
field. 

Old Hill’s Zaber is undefeated in seven 
professional contests, since turning over 
from unlicensed boxing last year. 

Byfield is also undefeated having trod¬ 
den a similar path and has joined him in 
the paid ranks at lightweight. 

The pair were on a collision course 
during their time in the unlicensed 
game, before Zaber injured himself in a 
car accident. 

Now the 21-year-old is eager to rekin¬ 
dle the rivalry, saying: “I want Les By¬ 
field. Wherever I go, people keep asking 
me about the fight. 

“We’re both local fighters with similar 
backgrounds and records and I want to 
get it on. 

“I know Les and respect him as a 
fighter, but I want to get in the ring and 
prove that I’m the better man. 

“We were due to fight a few years ago 
when we both boxed unlicensed, but I 
broke my leg in a car accident and it just 
never happened. 

“We are at similar stages in our pro 
career now, though, and it’s a great idea 
for us both.” 

Zaber recorded a seventh straight win 
in Tewksbury, outpointing Gloucester 
journeyman Andy Harris. ‘Pac Man’ is 
set to fight again in September, as he 
looks to keep himself busy and ready for 
a possible showdown with Byfield. 

Zaber said: “It was a good work out 
against Andy. He’s an experienced pro 
and knows all the tricks in the book. 

“I was pleased to get the rounds in. 

“I’m back in the gym and should be 
fighting early September in Walsall. 
After that, I plan to keep busy so my 
message to Les is ‘I’m ready when you 
are’.”
